A request was made from Ted Naeckel (attorney of record) to Examiner Rose to clarify 35 U.S.C 103 rejection that was 
given in the non-final office action mailed on 9/8/2006. Examiner states and clarifies: The rejection given under 35 
U.S.C - 103, wherein claims 9-14 and 18-19 were rejected are in view of Birrell and Purcell ONLY and not Breck in 
view of Purcell and further in view of Purcell.
